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Change is constant! In 1922 the Forty-Fifth Avenue School which was later renamed 
Lew Wallace High School in the year of 1925 was erected on its present site. The school 
expanded from one main building with portable extensions to the school facility that is in 
use today. 

Lew Wallace was a great statesman, writer and Civil War General. He is perhaps best 
known for his famous book Ben Hur. Lew Wallace was granted permission to use the Wal¬ 
lace Family Crest. Wallace is the only high school in the country that is endowed with such 
an honor. The Crest which bears the coat of arms of the Wallace Family dates back to the 
eleventh century. 

With such a rich beginning and healthy legacy, Lew Wallace High School has continu¬ 
ously established impressive records in academics, physical endeavors and leadership. 
With a basis of such brain and brawn, we welcome you to a pictorial and word history of the 
school that spans a period of 71 years. 

The Class of 1993 has excelled in many endeavors thereby taking a rightful place as 
part of Lew Wallace High School history.

NACER THOMAS, Valedictorian of the Class of 
1993 of Lew Wallace High School, came to the United 
States from his birthplace of Haiti as a tenth grade 
student. Nacer has relatives in Gary, Indiana, and the 
family was able to reside with them for a while. 

“Before I moved to the United States, I lived on the 
Island of Haiti where I spoke French and Creole fluently. 

“I attended St. Louis De Gonzagues School in Haiti. 
Although I studied English and Spanish, English was 
the most difficult of the two, because the rules 
seemed hard to understand. In the United States I 
was placed in a Special English Class to help me 
improve my speaking and writing skills.

“As a member of the Lew Wallace student body 
membership in the National Honor Society has afford¬ 
ed me unusual opportunities. This school year we 
inducted new members into the Society, sponsored 
fun raising projects and the Lew Wallace Academic 
Superbowl Team.

Roger and Mrs. Anne Thomas, I would not have the 
desired success in school nor the will to continue. 
They have certainly served as inspirations to me. I 
was admonished on many occasions to realize that 
hard work is and always will be the key to success in 
our competitive world.” 

NACER maintained a 4.1 grade average for his three 
years of study at Lew Wallace. He joins the ranks of oth¬ 
ers who have excelled in their studies as well as extra¬ 
curricular activities as part of the Hornet Family. 
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“I was born eighteen years ago in a small city 
known as Dagupan in the Philippines. My parents 
Exuperancio and Carmen Isla were very humble 
people. 

“I was named after the Evangelist John Mark bet¬ 
ter known as Mark (taken from the book of Acts).

“My application to one of Indiana’s universities P 
was not accepted, because I had not had the SAT 
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that is required for admission. I was given two options 
— stay out of school for another year and complete 
the requirements or complete the requirements by 
attending high school again. I chose the latter. It 
proved to be the right choice. I had difficulty catching 
up because I started in the middle of the year. The 
enrichment and help from others and the friendships I 
developed at Lew Wallace proved invaluable. 

“I did not have extra time to join many school activ¬ 
ities, but I am a member of the National Honor Soci¬ 
ety, and I have won awards in science, math analysis, 
computer application, service awards, citizenship and 
many others. 

“Working at the Eagle Store as a produce clerk was 
perhaps a reason that kept me from participating in 
too many extra curricular activities. However, positive 




thinking and divine providence helped me survive 
pressures, and through concentration and hard work I 
became an almost ‘A’ student. My work enabled me to 
finish as number two in my class. 

“I have enjoyed Lew Wallace, and I look forward to 
attending a reputable college or university where I will 
train to be a physical therapist or work in other med¬ 
ical related careers. The work here at Wallace gives 
me a tremendous and dependable background.”

At Iowa University Coach Smith won indoor and 
outdoor Long Jump Big Ten Championships. In addi-. 
tion to those honors, he also won championships at. 
the Drake and Kansas relays and placed fourth in the 
NCAA Meet in 1954. I 

SMITH was well known for his prowess on the foot¬ 
ball field in high school and college. He won all Big- 
Ten honors in football by setting a long standing 
record of eleven touch-downs in one season. He 
received all honors and mentions as part of his col¬ 
lege career. 

Coach Smith started his teaching career at Ban- 
neker Elementary School. His competitive spirit and 
love of sports enabled him to succeed in several Gary 
High Schools as a coach. He has an outstanding win¬ 
ning record at Lew Wallace where he presently serves 
as Head Coach. Smith is recognized by the members 
of his profession and others as the Dean of Coaches 
in Gary. 

After careers as head coach at Froebel and Emer¬ 
son High Schools, Smith became head basketball 
coach at Lew Wallace. Not only did his teams win four 
conference championships, two sectional titles, and 
two regional championships, one of the teams made a

semi-state appearance. 

Many young men coached by Smith were selected 
as All Americans. The list includes Wallace Bryant, 
Frank Smith, Charles Hicks, Johnny Fort, and Jerome 
Harmon. A first round draft choice, Tellis Franks is 
currently playing basketball with the Miami Heat of 
NBA. 

Smith has an interesting combination of hobbies. 
He jogs every morning regardless of the weather. He 
enjoys reading, collecting news articles, listening to 
jazz with the recordings of Miles Davis, Thlonius 
Monk and other artists among his favorites. 

In keeping with his hobbies and other community 
interests Smith is a member of the Gary Jazz Club 
whose chief purpose is to keep jazz alive in the city. He 



holds membership in Kappa Alpha Psi Fraternity, and 
he and members of his family attend religious services 
regularly at St. Timothy Community Church. 

Smith met his wife Roberta when she came to Gary 
on a recruiting trip. The romance resulted in marriage. 
The Smiths have two children Sherita, a graduate of 
Purdue University, and Earl III a student at Tennessee 
Tech University. Both of the Smith youngsters are Lew 
Wallace graduates. The Smiths have much in common 
as Mrs. Smith is a counselor at West Side High School. 

When asked how he plans to spend his summers, 
SMITH smiled and after a short time of inner retro¬ 
spect declared: “I plan to do nothing other than recu¬ 
perating.” That perhaps is the best tonic for a gentle¬ 
man who is a hard, involved worker. That is perhaps 
the best tonic for a gentleman who puts in much more 
than the required time to accomplish the joys and 
headaches of his career. That is also the best tonic for 
a smiling, personable teacher who is loved by his stu¬ 
dents and co-workers.
